"Sec. 1. RCW18.32.195 and 1994 sp.s. ¢ 9 s 218 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

The comm ssion may, w thout exam nation, issue a license to persons
who possess the qualifications set forth in this section.

(1) The comm ssion may, upon witten request of the dean of the
school of dentistry of the University of Washington, issue a license to
practice dentistry in this state to persons who have been |licensed or
ot herw se authorized to practice dentistry in another state or country
and who have been accepted for enploynent by the school of dentistry as
full-time faculty nenbers. For purposes of this subsection, this neans
teaching nenbers of the faculty of the school of dentistry of the
Uni versity of Washi ngton who are so enployed on a one hundred percent
of work tinme basis. Such license shall permt the holder thereof to
practice dentistry wwthin the confines of the university facilities for
a period of one year while he or she is so enployed as a full-tine
faculty menber by the school of dentistry of the University of
Washington. It shall term nate whenever the hol der ceases to be such
a full-time faculty nmenber. Such license shall permt the holder
thereof to practice dentistry only in connection with his or her duties
in enploynment with the school of dentistry of the University of
Washington. This limtation shall be stated on the |icense.

(2) The comm ssion may, upon witten request of the dean of the
school of dentistry of the University of Washington or the director of
a dental residency programunder RCW18.32.040, issue a limted |icense
to practice dentistry in this state to wuniversity residents in
post graduate dental education or postdoctorate residents in a dental
residency program under RCW 18.32.040. The license shall permt the
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resident dentist to provide dental care only in connection wth his or
her duties as a university resident or a postdoctorate resident in a
program under RCW 18. 32. 040.

(3) The comm ssion may condition the granting of a |icense under
this section with terns the comm ssion deens appropriate. Al persons
i censed under this section shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the
commssion to the sane extent as other nenbers of the dental
profession, in accordance wth this chapter, and in addition the
i censee may be disciplined by the conm ssion after a hearing has been
held in accordance with the provisions set forth in this chapter, and
determ nation by the conm ssion that such |icensee has violated any of
the restrictions set forth in this section.

(4) Persons applying for licensure pursuant to this section shal
pay the application fee determ ned by the secretary and, in the event
the license applied for is issued, a license fee at the rate provided
for licenses generally. After review by the comm ssion, |icenses
i ssued under this section may be renewed annually if the |icensee
continues to be enployed as a full-tine faculty nmenber of the school of
dentistry of the University of Washington, or a university resident in
post graduat e dental education, or a postdoctorate resident in a dental
residency program under RCW 18.32.040, and otherwise neets the
requi rements of the provisions and conditions deened appropriate by the
comm ssion. Any person who obtains a |icense pursuant to this section
may, W thout an additional application fee, apply for licensure under
this chapter, in which case the applicant shall be subject to
exam nation and the other requirenents of this chapter

Sec. 2. RCW18.32.040 and 1994 sp.s. ¢ 9 s 211 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The comm ssion shall require that every applicant for a license to
practice dentistry shall:

(1) Present satisfactory evidence of graduation from a dental
col l ege, school, or dental departnment of an institution approved by the
conmi ssi on;

(2) Submt, for the files of the comm ssion, a recent picture duly
identified and attested; and

(3)(a) Pass an exam nation prepared or approved by and adm ni stered
under the direction of the comm ssion. The dentistry licensing
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exam nation shall consist of practical and witten tests upon such
subjects and of such scope as the conm ssion determ nes. ((Fhe

approved—bytheecomrsston—)) The comm ssion shall set the standards

for passing the exam nation. The secretary shall keep on file the
exam nation papers and records of exam nation for at |east one year.
This file shall be open for inspection by the applicant or the

applicant's agent unless the disclosure will conprom se the exam nation
process as determ ned by the conm ssion or is exenpted from di scl osure
under RCW 42.17. 250 t hrough 42.17. 340.

(b) The comm ssion nmay accept, in lieu of all or part of the
witten exam nation required in (a) of this subsection, a certificate
granted by a national or regional testing organi zation approved by the
comm Sssi on.

(c) The commssion shall accept, in lieu of the practical
exam nation required in (a) of this subsection, proof that an appli cant
has satisfactorily conpleted a postdoctoral dental residency program
accredited by the commi ssion on dental accreditation of the Anerican
dental association and approved by the commssion, of one to three
year's duration, in a comunity health clinic that serves predom nantly
| owinconme patients or is located in a dental care health professional
shortage area in this state, and that includes an outcone assessnent
evaluation, other than the western regional exam ning board's clinical
exam nation, assessing the resident's conpetence to practice dentistry.
The conm ssion shall develop criteria, consistent wwth the standards of
the conmmssion on dental accreditation of the Anerican dental
association, for conmunity clinics to use when sponsoring students in
a residency programunder this subsection, including guidelines for the
proper supervision of the resident and neasuring the resident's
conpetence to practice dentistry.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. If specific funding for the purposes of this
act, referencing this act by bill or chapter nunber, is not provided by
June 30, 2005, in the ommi bus appropriations act, this act is null and
voi d.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. This act takes effect July 1, 2006."
